For ue there is no dawn nor sunset. The almost unbearable hunger for a 


sight of the world in which you are living cannot be satisfied. We are closed off. 
We are separate human beings, away from everything but the deep floor of the 
ocean. We are out of our element. 


Charles House, our peripatetic reporter, almost 


overdid tt this week.

he flew, at the Navy's invitation, to Norfolk, Va., to 
cruise 400 feet below the sea in the nuclear sub, 
Shark, and then be a witness of amphibious drills by 
the Navy and Marines from the deck of the VSS For- 
restal.

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How Many More Deaffis on 'Suicide Lane?' 


'It Is Much Easier to Win lndeptnd«nc« Than to Work It' 


The stretch of Highway 41 between 


Oshkosh and Fond du Lac that has come to 
be known as "suicide lane", because of its 
many fatalities during the past two years, 
is gradually being reduced as construc- 
tion crews finish sections of the new strip 
which will make a 4-lane divided highway. 
Five miles of the new concrete were open- 
ed this week, reducing the highly danger- 
ous single strip, on which traffic must still 
move in both directions, to 12 miles. 


The State Highway Commission, prin- 


cipally because of newspaper 
publicity 


given the deaths that occurred last year 
on this stretch, moved up the construc- 
tion schedule and thus travelers will be 
spared the dangers on "suicide lane" some- 
time later this summer. The commission 
and contractor are to he saluted for mov- 
ing swiitly to eliminate the death-deal- 
ing bottleneck. 


The phenomenon of "suicide lane" il- 


lustrates the fact that the people respon- 
sible for the building of our highways, de- 
spite the millions they have spent in recent 


years, simply cannot keep 
up with the 


growth in population and vehicle usership 
that has taken place in certain parts of the 
country 
Highway 41 is 
the principal 


thoroughfare of the Fox River Valley; it 
is used both for commuting and other trav- 
el among the Fox Valley cities themselves, 
and also is the Valley's link with Milwau- 
kee and Chicago. As such it is a heavily 
travelled artery, and will become more 
so as our population continues to grow. 


But as "suicide lane" shrinks during 


the next month or two. that part of it left 
will become even more dangerous as driv- 
ers come onto it from 
the double-lane 


parts at either end. We think the State 
Hmhway Patrol should assign extra men 
and cars to this area during that relative- 
ly short period, and at some point as the 
stretch shrinks a "\o Passing" rule should 
go into effect and 
be strictly enforced. 


Here is a chance to pinpoint a highway 
safety program at a spot where at least 
one fatal accident is almost sure to occur 
in the at»ence of such a program. 


What Makes a Democracy? 


A few weeks ago the Post 


questioned editorially whether a cut in aid 
to India was an intelligent move by Con- 
gress despite our annoyance at the inva- 
sion of Goa and Nehru's repeated myopia 
regarding the aims and ambitions of the 
Soviet t'nion. 


Now a scholar—and a leading conserva- 


tive spokesman—has come up with a study 
of India and its government which he says 
has made him toss into the wastebasket 
all the usual scholastic prerequisites *for 
the existence and growth of democracy. 


Clinton Rossiter. professor of govern- 


ment at Cornell University, writes that 
most political science courses include well 
defined situations that are supposed to be 
essential for a people's self-government. 
These include a productive economy, a 
progressive society, a literate citizenry and 
a means of transmitting it to others, and a 
system of values emphasizing opportunity, 
equality, self-reliance, morality and per- 
sonal liberty. But in India, says Rossiter. 
practically none of these exists in any quan- 
tity and yet the nation has survived as a 
democracy—and a very real one—for 15 
years. 


Rossiter points to the appalling pover- 


ty in the scattered villages, the constant 
increase in an underfed population 'prob- 
ably a growth of over a 100 million in the 
15 years1', the rigid allegiance to region 
and at least 14 definite languages, and the 
adherence still to a caste system with more 
than 3.000 subcastes as well as the illiter- 
he i 
sW't 
acy and the disease. In fact he saysP'demo- 
cracy ought not exist, yet it does; it ought 
not survive, yet it may." 


Justice Among Friends 


In an effort to explain the phenomenon, 


Rossiter has searched for what may be 
new criteria upon which a nation's climate 
for democracy can be based. Of primary 
importance, he thinks, is a faith in democ- 
racy which is very real in India despite the 
low level of education. This faith is defi- 
nitely reflected among the great majority 
of the nation's leaders, particularly Nehru 
who could easily have become a dictator 
had he wished. Next Rossiter says the high 
number of well-educated and well-trained 
men and women just under the top echelon 
is important. And he also thinks that the 
British tradition of respect for good gov- 
ernment and humanity, which was reflect- 
ed m the training of the Indians, is very 
important. 


India's policy of neutrality, which we 


deplore, adds to the ability of the nation 
to survive. Rossiter says, because it helped 
avoid a serious splitting within the nation 
as well as what might have become irre- 
sistable pressure from outside. We must 
also remember that the infant United 
States followed the same policy of neutral- 
ity during its formative years. And Rossiter 
thinks that India's mixed economy, so dif- 
ferent from the one-crop tragedies in Latin 
America, has been a help as well as the 
insistence upon a secular state in a land 
where religious controversies touch off the 
bloodiest of carnage. 


The problem of what makes a democ- 


racy is s;ill not answered. But Rossiter's 
look at India—and his warnings of India's 
needs—should continue to be considered 
by the United States every time we differ 
with a nation that is basically on our side.

The fighting begins 
when one. moving to more com- 
plicated fields, trios to draw the 
line to show what role, if any, 
should be played by government. 


This argument rages on a thou- 


sand fronts, but rarely has it 
had such a dramatic production 
as during the recent attempt to 
laise steel prices 


In the debate that followed, the 


words and setting may h a v e 
been new. but nearly all the ar- 
guments had been presented be- 
fore. 


Andrew Carnegie, who in 1900 


had an income of $23 million fro 
His stael companies, once said: 
"We demand of the state protec- 
tion of property. 


"For this purpose we ask an 


adequate police, a sound bank- 
ing system, a sound currency 
based on gold, and court deci- 
sions to nullify social legislation 
confiscatory in character. We de- 
mand a tariff to protect 
us 


against foreign compe-titors and 
a navy to guard our commerce 
and our stakes in other lands. 


The Other Side 


"When the state has fulfilled 


these, its proper functions, we 
ask it to leave us alone." 


Four years ago the argument 


for the other side was presented 


by John Kenneth Galbraith. who 
is now a presidential adviser and 
ambassador to India. 


Galbraith wrote in his book 


"The Affluent Society": 


"Wage increases that arc held 


to require a price increase might 
be subject to ratification by a 
public tribunal or one in which 
icpresentatives of management, 
labor and the public participated. 
I* is not inappropriate that the 
public should intervene when it 
is the public that pays." 


The trend now is toward in- 


c-eased powers for the federal 
government. 
Even during re- 


cent periods of Republican ad- 
ministration 
the trend has not 


been reversed, but merely slow- 
ed down or halted 


On our most controversial is- 


sues today the problem still is: 
"Where shall the lines be drawn. 
in medical cate. federal school 
a'd. business control? 


If all this seems so difficult 


that at times, like Huck Finn's 
fnther, we've a mighty notion to 
leave this country for good and 
all. well, nobody ever promised 
that self-government would be 
easy. 


Years ago Justice Felix Frank- 


furter said. 


"It is much easier to win inde- 


pendence than to work it" — a 
perfect text for this Fourth of 
July. 


While the world seethes with unrest 


in the primary struggle between Commu- 
nism and freedom and all the other smaller 
conflicts concerning man's tyranny and ef- 
forts to be free, a little known squabble ha? 
been brewing in Southeast Asia and isn't 
finished yet It concerns the ownership of 
a Buddhist temple and might be humorous 
if the consequences did not appear to be 
so serious 


The dispute goes back to 1954 when 


Thai troops occupied the site of the temple 
as the French left Cambodia. There were 
minor flare-ups between soldiers of Cam- 
bodia and Thailand and finally the case 
was presented to the International Court 
of Justice. The Court went back to a map 
drawn in 1906 and accepted at that time 
by the leaders of Siam. now Thailand, and 
the French in control of Indo - China of 
which Cambodia was a part The decision 
of the World Court gave the temple to 
Cambodia. 


Pnnce Norodom Sihanouk 
head of 


state in Cambodia, immediately shaven his 
head and spent a seven day and seven r.:~h! 
vigil of thanksgiving. But the Th*^ -o-k 
a more practical course They ar.r.'u;nc<<i 
that they would boycott future mc*-':rir<- of 
SEATO and also of the fourteen n,:':^n 
Geneva conference on Laos. They arc par- 


ticularly wroth at the United States for 
voting with the majority and because for- 
mer Sec. of State Dean Acheson. acting as 
a private lawyer, represented Cambodia in 
arguments before the Court. 


T^ie fracas indicates that Thailand lead- 


ers do not understand how an allied coun- 
try can oppose a friend even if the friend 
i? in the wrong. The Thais are pointing 
out that they have permitted American 
troops to be based in Thailand as a threat 
to Communists in Laos. They point to the 
questionable activity reported periodically 
from Cambodia including possible raids 
from that country on South Viet Nam. Ap- 
parently they fee! that the decision of 
United States authorities that Cambodia 
had the right to the thousand year old tem- 
ple is an indication of distrust of Thailand 
or even allesiance to Cambodia. 


The western style of justice still has a 


long way to zo before being accepted in 
Asia But on one pom' we think the Thais 
were neht Mr Acheson should not have 
represented Cambodia before the World 
<"Viurf as jonz as he i« a special advisor to 
President Kennedy ever though he ac- 
crpTorl *he Cambodian chore back in 1959 
and aithnuch his area of advice is NATO.

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Land Grants to Colleges Became Law 100 Years Ago

Act Signed by Lincoln Gave 
Higher Education to All

WASHINGTON (AP) - They 


•aid later that Abraham Lincoln 
on that day had lighted a candle 
that would guide future genera- 
tions of Americans out of the 
dark night of ignorance. 


But it was a moment of history 


that passed without notice, an 
act of faith that was long un- 
•ung. 


In midsummer. 1862. the nation 


writhed in Civil War. a tragedy 
that was to claim more than 
half a million Hves and leave 
horrible scars on the face of 
American history. 


Confederate Gen. Robert E. 


tee had just thrown back Gen. 
George B. McClellan's Army of 
the Potomac in the Seven Days' 
battles. 


The Treasury Department in 


Washington was advising its 
agents: "Wherever you find an 
article, a product, a trade, a 
profession, or a source of in- 
come, tax it." Long months of 
bloody fighting lay ahead, and 
the future was bleak. 


The act. in effect, abolished the 
c a s t o system in higher educa- 
tion; it made college possible for 
people who work for a living." 


Not even Rep. Juttin Smith 


Morrill 
of 
Vermont, himself, 


could have foreseen the wonders 
that were to blossom from the 
legislation for which he had 
fought so long. 


If Lincoln made any comment 


when he signed the bill, history 
doesn't record it. 


The Washington Star made no 


mention of it in reporting only 
the "important" 
bills Lincoln 


signed that day. 


But sometime during a hot and 


sticky day 100 years ago Monday 
Abraham Lincoln took a quill 
pen in hand and signed: 


Provisions of Act 


Paid Scant Heed 


Small wonder, then, that the 


country paid scant heed when 
President Lincoln on July 2. 1862, 
signed into law the Morrill Act, 
the most important single piece 
of federal legislation in the his- 
tory of American education. 


The Morrill Act led to the es- 


tablishment of 68 unique land- 
grant college* and universities, 
including such honored and dis- 
tinguished 
institutions as the 


Massachusetts Institute of Tech- 
nology, the University of Illinois. 
Auburn, and Texas A.&M. 


But it did more t h a n that, 


much more. 


It put higher education within 


the grasp of all who could profit 
by it, be they scions of wealthy 
families or children of the poor. 


It paved the way for an agri- 


cultural revolution that is the 
envy and the wonder of the 
world, and which is not yet end- 
ed. 


It spawned programs of adult 


education and extension servi- 
ces which may well be this 
country's most important exports 
to the undeveloped areas of the 
world in the years ahead. 


'Equality in Education' 


Former Rep. Henry Aldous 


Dixon, R-Utah. told the House of 
Representatives three years ago: 


"The Morrill Act opened the 


way to equality of opportunity 
in education, the right of every 
American to learn what he can. 


"An act donating public lands 


to the- several states and terri- 
tories which may provide col- 
leges. . .where the leading ob- 
ject shall be, without excluding 
other scientific and 
classical 


studies and including military 
tactics, to teach such branches 
of learning as are related to 
agriculture and the mechanic 
arts. . .in order to promote the 
liberal and practical education 
of the industrial classes." 


The act granted each state 


30.000 acres of federal land lying 
within that state for each of its 
members of Congress. States 
which no longer had enough fed- 
eral land within their boundar- 
ies for the purposes of the act 
were given scrip which entitled 
them to land in the still un- 
developed western states. N e w 
states collected when they en- 
tered the I'nion. or sometimes 
while still territories. 


Income from the sale of the 


land and the scrip was to be 
invested in "stocks of the United 
States or of the states, or some 
safe stocks, yielding not less than 
5 per centum upon the par value 
of said stocks . . ."

The capita] investment itself 


was to "remain forever undi- 
minished." The income from the 
investment was to be used only 
for the educational goals of the 
act. 


Eventually, the states received 


11.383.082 acres in either land 
or land scrip, and sold them for 
a total of $l3.478.94fi. By today's 
standards, that $13.5 mi'llion is a 
bagatelle. Purdue University, for 
instance, now has an annual 
operating budget of nearly $50 
million, which does not include 
construction. 


But the interest alone from 


that $13.5 million set great forces 
in motion. 


Today there are 68 land grant 


colleges or universities, at least 
one in every state and one in 
Puerto Rico. 


They enroll 20 per cent'of an 


1. S. college students. They con- 
fer 40 per cent of all the doc- 
tors' degrees awarded in this 
country. Through their ROTC 
programs, these institutions pro- 
vide almost half of all the regu- 
lar and reserve officers in the 
armed forces. 


Twenty-five of the 42 living 


American Nobel prize winners 
have earned degrees from land- 
grant institutions. 


Research at these colleges and 


universities brought the develop- 
ment of the first cyclotron, tele- 
vision tube, transistor, the pro- 
duction of pure uranium, and the 
discovery of such wonder drugs 
as streptomycin, stilbestrol, and 
dicumarol. 


The ceramics, soybean and 


woodpulp industries 
all 
had 


their start in land-grant colleges. 


Impact on Agriculture 


But perhaps the greatest Im- 


pact these institutions have had 
is the field of agriculture. 


As Rep. Dixon told the House: 
"The fact that the productivity 


of our agriculture is unparalleled 
in world history, the fact that 
our problem in America is how 
best to use our abundance rather 
than how to prevent starvation, 
the fact that we are sharing our 


jure the newer states, 
unfairly with established

House. 


"Our 
population is rapidly in- 


creasing and brings annually in- 
creased demands for bread and 
clothing.

Independence Brings Problems to Algeria

ALGIERS 'APi - Algerians 


p.-ither at the polls today to for- 
mally declare their desire for 
independence. 


There's little question of the 


result, and the self-determination 
election itself seems anti-climatic 
tc the eight bloody, hitter years 
of war that have preceded it. 


But Algerians, by voicing in 


efficial vote their determination 
to r u l e themselves, won't be 
solving any problems. To the 
contrary, it appears that inde- 
pendence from France w-ill com- 
pound the new country's eco- 
nomic plight.

springtime smell of rich moist earth, patchwork ground, still partly covered with snow, and 


the first robin song mean but one thing to many Fox Cities residents. It's garden time. 


Now, with the full bloom of summer at hand, those who love to plant and work the soil are enjoy- 


ing the results of their efforts. Backyard gardens are more the rule than the exception. Their enjoyment 


is usually in direct proportion to the amount of labor and love invested. 


In .whatever other ways people differ, gardeners have one thing in common. They thoroughly 


enjoy their work. They do not mind getting their hands and feet and sometimes their faces covered with 
dirt; they welcome rain and sun and revel in 'seeing things grow*. They love beauty, and flowers have 
special meaning to them, 


Albert Schroth, 1319 N. Oneida St., acquired his love of gardening and his skill at it from his father, 


who was a Civil War veteran. He remembers fondly that his family had the 'nicest* home in Seymour. 


His father, born in 1832, knew how to graft trees and make the land fertile. Young Albert was a 


willing student, and admits that, in addition to absorbing his father's gardening knowledge, he spent 
a good deal of time listening to Civil War stories. 


Mr. Schroth, in spite of being an 'outdoor' man, retired from the Post Office in 1959 after work- 


ing there for 38 years. He says that he liked his work and is proud of the fact that he was never late. 


Retirement hasn't meant laziness for Mr. Schroth. He's engaged in many activities, including a part-time 


job; painting his house trim, and, his favorite sport, fishing. But his real triumph is his garden, and he 


enjoys it so thoroughly he hates to leave it even for a necessary jaunt downtown. Fishing trips have the 


edge of pleasure taken off by the knowledge that there's no one at home to tend his plants. 


Mr. Schroth is justifiably proud. Tomatoes are his favorite plant and he believes there are none 


in town bigger than his. They will ripen around the Fourth of July. He also raises head lettuce, Spanish 


onions, squash, cucumbers, set onions, radishes, early and late cabbage, beans, carrots, root celery, 
parsley, asparagus and raspberries. 


Proud as he is of his vegetable garden, Mr. Schroth's eyes really light up when he talks about his 


flowers. He believes that if you plant in halfway decent soil, any plant will reward you. Many people, 


he says, view their gardens with enthusiasm in the spring, but their zest wanes during the summer 


months. A garden, to be as lovely as it should, requires many hours, many times. Mr. Schroth gives 


them willingly. The soil around his plants is never permitted to become crusty after a rain, but is

many of the village men gave up the daily habit of 
shaving and began growing beards, which are charac- 
teristic of centennials. As of May 1. the beard grow- 
ing became compulsory, and anyone caught without 
at least a mustache was ushered by an appointed 
marshal to a stockade in the center of the village 
and had to pay a fine before being released. The 
first to be thrown into the wooden clink was Richard 
Herrema. one of the centennial organizers. Herrema, 
cashier of the local bank, had to shave his beard 
because be is being transferred to a new position 
with an Appleton bank and when the efforts of many 
months disappeared from his face, into the stockade 
be went. 


Sisters of the Swish spent many months banting 


for old clothes for themselves and their partners. 
Many of them made clothing that would be appropri- 
aje for the occasion. 


For the past few months groups have been leaving 


Black Creek on caravans to neighboring communities. 
One of the first was a visit to the Green Bay Sport 
Snow. They nave also taken part m many parades 
and have taken shopping tnps to Appleton and Green 
Bay. 


The formal opening of CentennL 1 Week wifl be 


held Monday night. July 2. Daytime activities wifl 
start Wednesday with a political rally and the crown- 
ing of the Centennial Queen. Political candidates 
from the state level on down from both parties are 
expected to bid for the Black Creek vote at the 
rally. The Queen will be the girl that has sold the 
most tickets to the centennial celebration. The only 
qualifications for the queen are that she must be 
unmarried and between the ages of 18 and 24, 


Friday will be pioneer Bonanza Day when all the 


merchants of the village will dress in old clothing 
and display their merchandise on the sidewalk in 
front of their stores The mam street will be blocked 
off and lined with over 40 antique cars, plus horses 
and buggies. Friday night the Beard growing contest 
wifl be judged and the winner will be shaved with 
a double bit axe.

It will include Alice in 
Dairybnd. the state Snow Queen and her court, sn 
hands, over 35 floats, an untold number of antique 
cars and several color guards.

Mitchell Gorrow of Appleton has been a circus 


fan since he was a boy but as an adult he has become 
No. 1 Circus Fan in the United States. He is com- 
pleting his term today as president of the National 
Circus Fans Association at the annual convention in 
Baraboo. 


Gorrow has seen every circus in his time, many 


of which have disappeared, and he has a substantial 
start on a collection of "anyth 7 that pertains to 
the circus" which crowds bookshelves, cabinets and 
an office in his home and overflows into his cabin 
on Light Lake in Iron County, Mich. 


He remembers vividly as a boy in Appleton the 


excitement which started when the "advance cars" 
billed the town for a coming circus. On circus day he 
would be up before daybreak to watch the unloading 
and to help with everything from setting up "string- 
ers" (seats) to peeling potatoes to earn a ticket. If he 
could con his parents into staying out at night, he 
would also help tear down. 


He has seen the circus go from trucks to rail, 


from the big top to indoor arenas and he has seen 
the passing of the traditional parade because of 
traffic. 


This nostalgic history is also mirrored in his 


collections. 
They include hundreds of books, prob- 


ably the largest collection in the state: more than

1.600 stereo transparencies, and tape recordings of 
every circus he has seen in the last 12 years. He has 
worn out two tape recorders and m addition to his 
own productions friends have sent him recordings 
from all over the world. 


This all-consuming hobby also necessitated his 


becoming a fine photographer and tape recorder. 


Among his piize possessions is a collection of bill- 


board posters in a special case and another collection 
of circus letterheads, among them a rare one 62 
years old from the B B & H Circus which started 
in Antigo. 


He has drawers of circus programs collected by 


himself or sent by friends. Circus fans do a lot of 
swapping, but he refuses to sell any of his mementoes. 
That would lake the fun out of it. 


He plans to leave his extensive collection even- 


tually to the State Historical Society s Circus World 
Museum at Baraboo. 


At his north woods cabin the focal point of the 


circus room is a 350-pound wheel from a Ringing 
circus wagon.

He has made fast friendships with circus people 


all over the world. One is Jack Niblett of England, 
who spent a year as an exchange art teacher in an 
Appleton junior high school several years ago. Nib- 
lett is now traveling as a tutor with the Billie Smart 
Circus in England. 


Gorrow goes to New York each spring for the 


opening of the Ringling circus in Madison Square 
Garden. Last year he saw Ringlings in New York, 
Chicago and Des Moines. Iowa. He has only seen 
two Shrine circuses so far this year but the season is 
just getting going. 


His daughter first got him interested in the Circus 


Fans Association when she subscribed to the CFA 
publication, "The White Tops." The organization was 
founded in 1926 by a group of business and profes- 
sional men in Washington. D. C.. who banded together 
for fellowship but also to serve as champions of the 
circus. 


The CFA motto is "We pay as we go." They insist 


on buying their own tickets to the circus. The national 
group is divided into state organizations called Tops 
and local groups called Tents, and each is named for a 
famous circus man or woman. Wisconsin has the 
William C Coup Top. named for the man who con- 
vinced P T Barnum to put his circus on rails: and 
the Appleton-Neenah Tent is named for Lillian 
Letzel. a famous wire walker.

seriously shopping for one, it will pay to learn all you 
can about the proper operation and maintenance of 
your equipment. 


The record changer, amplifiers and other hi-fi 


components represent precision instruments for musi- 
cal reproduction. With tender, loving care, they will 
give you years of listening pleasure. 


The same rule applies to stereo records and stereo 


tape recordings. They are more expensive to produce 
than conventional recordings, and your investment 
should not be risked through careless storage or 
handling. 


To get you off on the right foot, one expert has 


come up with a list of suggestions that will help 
insure the long life of your equipment and avoid 
breakdowns. 


First, says Robert Oatley, customer services' chief 


of Allied Radio Corp., Chicago, thoroughly read the 
manufacturers' instructions.' If these were lost in 
wrappings_get new copies from your dealer or sup- 
plier as soon as possible. 


"Each manufacturer has his own specifications for 


installation, operation and maintenance of his hi-fi 
products, and you can't be too familiar with these 
requirements." This is especially true, Oatley adds, 
if you are installing the system yourself. 


Several other tips: 
1. Keep your stereo tape away from electric mo- 


tors. An electric motor in operation sets up a magnetic 
field that can erase a tape recording. Don't store 
tapes near an air conditioner, refrigerator or fan, or

near your amplifier, since it contains an electric 


transformer. 


2. Keep your records absolutely dust free. Dust 


is an abrasive that will wear down the walls of the 
record groove. Occasionally clean the record with 
a very soft sponge that has been moistened with clear, 
cool water. If a cloth is used, be sure it is soft and 
lint-free. 


3. Beware of heat. Never place records or tapes 


near a radiator or warm air register. Records will be 
warped by the heat and tapes will dry out, become 
brittle and break easily. 


4. Brush the stylus often. Dust on the point will 


affect playing quality and increase stylus and record 
wear. Clean the stylus with a soft brush. Don't use 
your finger, as you may affect the critical alignment 
of the stylus tip. 


Pressure 


5. Check the stylus pressure—the force of the 


stylus on the record at the playing level. It should 
be just enough to permit the stylus to follow the 
record groove and trip the changer mechanism. Too 
little pressure results in poor pickup and skipping: 
too much pressure causes excessive wear. Follow the 
manual's instructions for measuring and regulating 
stylus pressure. 


6. Make sure the turntable or changer is level. If 


it is not. the stylus will track unevenly and pickup 
will be poor. Check the unit with a small, light level. 
Place something under the footrest where necessary 
to bring about the proper balance. 


7. Keep the record changer or turntable at least 


two feet away from other electrical equipment. An 
almost undetectable amount of "hum" is natural m 
your hi-fi, as in any electrical appliance. But if the 
changer is near other appliances it will pick up their 
hum too. Above all. don't place the changer on or 
near the hi-fi amplifier. To do so would set up a 
vicious circle in which hum from the amplifier is 
picked up by the changer, then amplified by the 
amplifier, and picked up by the changer again, and 
so on.

A shopping center could offer little more than 


Jung's General Store on Highway 10 at Readfield m 
Waupaca county. 


If you want a haircut, some groceries, maybe a 


few pills for yourself or the farm animals or perhaps 
some new work pants. Jung's is the place where the 
people of this town go. 


Envm Jung and his wife have operated the store 


for 49 years and his father operated a shop, that was 
located across the street, where he sold boots and 
shoes and also gave haircuts for the 54 years before 
that. 


The store, unlike its modern equivalent, offers a 


variety of items for the shopper. While Dad is get- 
ling his hair cut. Mom and the children can pick 
up the week's groceries and a few items of clothing, 
along with some ointment for the sick cow. 


Other articles that can be purchased in the

The store is self-service, but customers need only 


ask. and assistance is given What is missing from the 
store is the familiar packaged meats, vegetables and 
other foodstuffs. 


Jung's meat is in the meat counter and is cut to 


order. \o packaged meats for their customers. 


The building in which the store is located is across 


the street from the one in which Jung's father had 
his store. The store owned by his father was moved 
and parts of it torn down. The building where the 
store is now located was originally a tavern and 
hotel called the Waupaca House. It was owned by 
Theodore Spangler. and the corner on which it is 
located was known as Spangler's Corner. 


In those days, the hotel was a busy place because 


the road in front led to two river crossings. Gill's 
Landing and another point which led to Weyauwega. 
This landing was used until a bridge was built at 
Fremont 


Little has been done to change the outside appear- 


ance of the building over the past 100 years. The 
inside of the building adequately houses the sto're 
and leaves plenty of space for living quarters for the 
Jungs 
Mrs Jung said that they still have nine up- 


stairs bedrooms that were a part of the original hotel.

The Schipperke 


BY BIO LARIMER 


This fiery little guard in Parvo has had centuries 


of experience in Belgium earning his name Schip- 
perke Flemish for Little Captain Small enough to 


fit into the cramped quarters ef the canal barges, he 


was an alert protector of cargo and family 


An accomplished ratter he needed little encour- 


agem^nt to hop out onto the tow-path and chivvy the 


tow horses to a spnghther pace 
In many Belgium 


towns he was much in demand by tradesmen for their 
shops, and he guarded vans as zealously as be did 
barges. 


About 1670 a special show was held for the breed 


—then known as the Little Spitz—by Brussells work- * 
men. About 1885 he stepped from worka-day sur- 
roundings and joined the "gentry" when Belgian 
Queen Mane Hennette took up the breed enthusias- 
tically and made it popular in High Society. Several 
specimens were brought to America, but they never 
really caught the publics fancy. After about 1930 
more interest was shown and more extensive breed- 
ing and showing developed. Owners and admirers 
cite his alert intelligence, gentle disposition and un- 
usual affinity for children 
Much credit for this is 


given to the Belgium Shepherd blood that most sup- 
porter* of the breed are sure make up a portion of 
his background.

not are docked extremely short, only about one joint 
left on The expression is sharp and quizzical, much 
like the Pom or Spitz.

long ago They weigh from 12 to 18 pounds and 
stand from 12 to 13 inches at the shoulder.

"My pals on the staff included Harry Von Zell. Paul Douglas, Ralph Edwards ' 


Andre Baruch. David Ross. Ken Roberts and Mel Allen, ' Bert recalls. 


"We had some pretty good musicians on our staff, too They were Harry 


James. Bunny Bengan. Raymond Scott, a rising young clarinetist who 'sat in' by 
the name of Benny Goodman, and a mustachioed trombonist who later became 
Bob Hope's second banana.

Spit-Roosted Veal Shoulder 
Boneless rolled veal shoulder, about 6 pounds 
*/• cup Spanish olive oil 
Itrfup vinegar 
5 or 6 garlic cloves, minced 
'/i cup minced parsley 
*/i cup dry red or white wine 


Meat should be rolled and tied by butcher, but 


without any covering of suet. Be suie to cut any 
suet away. Punch meat all the way through with big 
holes, using a barbecue skewer. Combine remaining 
ingredients: brush into holes in the meat with a pastry 
or barbecue brush. 


Let stand in marinade at least three hours, brush- 


ing once or twice again to make sure marinade pene- 
trates to center of meat. This means the meat must 
be prepared in the morning to be roasted in the 
afternoon. 


Impale on spit about six inches away from glowing 


coals of the charcoal fire. Brush with marinade as 
meat turns on the spit. If a meat thermometer is used, 
inserted in the center of the meat, the roast is done 
when it reaches 175 degrees. Otherwise allow 30 
minutes to the pound, about three hours for a six- 
pound shoulder. Replenish fire occasionally, but do 
not allow it to get too hot. 


If an electric rotisserie is used, set temperature 


control at 375 degrees. The mpat will shrink as it 
cooks, but the recipe should be enough to serve 10 
persons with two servings each. Slice meat horizon- 
tally while roast is on the spit.

Most American males — even the confirmed 


kitchen shy — take to the role of star chef with fervor 
when it comes to backyard barbecues. They not only 
swap outdoor recipes with the best of cooks, but the 
sight of a charcoal grill starts a yen to prove their 
prowess. 


So we suggest a bit of foreign borrowing from 


the Basque country in northern Spain. Here meat is 
grilled over charcoal out of doors throughout the year. 
Basque men. who count themselves as dedicated 
gourmets, do the cooking They've been doing it for 
years and take great pride in their culinary achieve- 
ments. 


"Chuletas"' of veal, sometimes cut two to three 


inches thick, are a Basque specialty. These steaks 
are marinated in an olive oil and garlic mixture before 
cooking to make the veal more juicy. They usually 
are served with a simple tossed green salad, dressed 
with olive oil. salt, pepper and vinegar. 


Since American veal is cut differently, it is easier 


to use loin veal chops. Ask the butcher to cut them 
about twice as thick as usual. The amount of garlic 
in the marinade may sound excessive, but this gives 
the veal its excitingly different flavor. 


Instead of chops, the experimental chef may like 


to try a rolled veal roast, cooked on a spit over char- 
coal. It's delicious. A roast is treated much the same 
way as the veal chops, only it's marinated longer 
beforehand and cooked more slowly.

For All Photographers

People are always looking for a simple formula 


for success, and this includes photographers among 
others. While such rules generally are rarely found, 
there is. in a word, a technique that all photogra- 
phers, both still and movie, can use to good advan- 
tage. This word won't solve all the problems of mak- 
ing good pictures, but it certainly will be invaluable 
in putting more punch and appeal into movies, color 
slides and black-and-white prints. What is the magic 
\\ o rd " 


Crop. 
Crop is a term usually associated with black-and- 


white photography, where it means eliminating from 
the picture area all unneoesary. unwanted, distracting 
and non-contributing factors This is usually accom- 
plished in the enlarging process by racking the en- 
larger up to a higher position, bringing the subject of 
the photograph into greater prominence within the 
over-all picture frame, thus throwing extraneous de- 
tail outside the frame and of the enlarging paper. 


But how does all this apply to movies and color 


slides, where no technique of this type is possible' 


Well, there's another way to crop pictures, to elim- 


inate unwanted objects and elements from the pic- 
ture area and the needed tool is built right into the 
camera It's commonly called a viewfinder. and it is 
the4>est cropping tool of all. 


The photographer who uses his viewfinder as 


more than a simple device to aim the camera in the 
right direction is much more apt to come up with 
better pictures. By judicious sighting, he can elimi- 
nate much of the unnecessary detail before the pic- 
ture is taken, including in the picture only those ele- 
ments he feels will enhance it. 


Anyone connected with the photo processing in- 


dustry will attest that hundreds of pictures which 
are potentially interesting are lost because what 
should be the main point of interest occupies a very 
small part of the negative or slide. Black-and-white 
pictures can be saved to some extent by attention to 
cropping in the enlarging process. Better prints can 
be made, however, when the entire negative is being 
used. So viewfinder cropping can be said to be an 
absolute must for good movies and slides and a heck- 
uva good idea for superior black-and-white pictures, 
toa.

"The Birth of Liberty" is the title given the scene 


shown on the 2 cent stamps of this same issue (bottom 
left i which depicts the battle of Concord. 


The bottom center stamp. Battle of White Plains 


issue of 1926. joins many others which commemorate 
other historical events of the Revolution—Bunker 
Hill. Battle of Saratoga. Ticonderoga. Battle of Brook- 
lyn. 
Valley Forge. Yorktown and others. 


The Liberty Bell was first conceived in the mid- 


1800's. Cast on special order in England, it was first 
installed in March 1753 to be used to convene the 
Pennsylvania Assembly regularly. When hung it was 
perfectly sound, but the first blow of the clapper 
cracked it badly Recast several times, which affected 
the original inscriptions, it finally got into regular 
use in August of that year. 
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When the revolution broke and the British threat 


ened Philadelphia, it was hidden in a church in 
Allentown, Pa. and later restored to its traditional 
place in the tower of Independence Hall in Philadel 
phia. Tolled on many and various important occasions, 
including the deaths of George Washington and John 
Marshall (Chief Justice of the U.S.), it cracked again 
on the latter occasion, July 1835. and in 1846 
< after 


being repaired) it was rung for Washington's birth- 
day and cracked further and beyond repair. 


So there it hangs in Independence Hall—a prized 


symbol of the freedom gained painfully more than 
180 years ago. This stamp commemorative was issued 
in 1926 on the 150th anniversary of tfte Declaration of 
Independence—which didn't really come into official 
being until August 2nd, 1776 when signing was com- 
pleted.

Clara Finds Robin Traditionally 


Breaks That Pre-Dawn Quiet 


BY CLARA HUSSONG 


Among borne ground birds, the robin is tradi- 


tionally the first to break tbe pre-dawn quiet with 
its song. At least once a year I test this theory, and 


, have found that it is more often true 
than not. 


In country spots it might be some 


other bird which starts tbe early 
morning chorus. The kingbird and 
meadowlark are two early risers 
among birds of tbe open country. In 
forests it could be tbe hermit thrush, 
or the wood pewee. 


The other day I decided to make 


my annual survey of early birds, and that evening 
set my alarm for four o'clock. If you've "read up" on 
this subject, you may-remember that three o'clock is 
supposed to be the time to start listening during these 
longest days of tbe year. But of course 4 a.m., day- 
light saving time, is 3 a.m. standard time. 


Those of you who, like me, are proud of your 


reputation for being light sleeepers or insomniacs, 
know what happened. At two o'clock, after a few 
catnaps, I decided I might as well start listening im- 
mediately. There was no sound either at the front 
door, which faces tbe tree-lined street, or at tbe back 
door of the garage which overlooks the fields beyond 
our lot. 


From an open window I beard* the first sound at 


three o'clock, two unidentifiable "peeps." 
Then, 


silence until 3:30, when a few twitters and chirps 
came from trees around the yard. At four o'clock tbe 
first full songs began, that of robins off in the dis- 
tance. A few minutes later the robins in the im 
mediate neighborhood joined the faraway chorus of 
their tribe. 


This would be the proper place to describe the 


bands of red and gold which precede tbe rising run. 
Alas. I can't. It was drizzling, and as time went on 
the rain became heavier and the temperature colder. 
I resisted the temptation to go back to bed. 


After all, it might, be a good thing to know what 


birds do during these early hours when it's cold and 
rainy, and when many of them have nestlings to feed. 


Perhaps I did find out, for just as this time, a few 


minutes after four. 1 began to hear sounds I don't 
remember from previous early morning listening 
sessions. As I wandered about tbe yard, barefoot but 
wearing a warm coat. I could hear sounds coming 
from trees and bushes around me: soft twitters and 
reassuring chirps. It took me a few minutes to realize 
that it must certainly be hunger cries from the 
babies, and soft, comforting answers from the mothers 
who hoped they could cuddle the young ones back 
to sleep. 


Just before 4:30 I was treated to a bird song 


which I've heard only a few times before—the pre- 
dawn true song of the kingbird, whkh is very melodic 
and differs greatly from its daytime strident nwtes. 
For the last month I have seen a pair of kingbirds on 
the fence posts and wires at the end of our lot. We 
haven't had these birds in the immediate neighbor- 
hood for several years. 


By 4:30. even in the rain, the chorus was loud and 


ringing. Besides robins, red-eyed vireos and chipping 
sparrows were singing from trees in the yard, and 
mradowlarks. savannah, song and vesper sparrows 
were sounding out from the fields. 


At 4:45 house sparrows joined in. and at time? 


almost drowned out the rest of the birds. Five mm- 
u«rs later a mourning dove perched in the big elm 
which shades our house sounded out with its soft, sad

P.ixton supercharger, h.gh-performance V-8 engine and grill-less fiberglas body. 


Designed by Raymond Loewy Associates who were also responsible for the 


influential 1947 and 1953 Studebakers. the Avanti is available only in a closed 
coupe Almost free of chrome, and with single headlights, the car's Gran 
Tiinsmo body is similar to many of Loewy's personal cars, and bears—accord- 
ing to Road and Track —a superficial resemblance to the Loewy Lancia GT 
coupe. 


True bucket seats and built-in anti-roll bars, front and rear, are standard on 


all models Eleven inches shorter than the current Gran Turismo Hawk, the 
Avanti is mounted on a frame utilized by the firm's Lark Daytona convertible, 
with heavy reinforcing X-member. 


Because of the vehicle's weight—only 3100 Ibs.. dry—performance can be 


expected to be very high. Three transmission options—three and four-speed 
manual and three-speed automatic—are available. 


Another, somewhat more modestly-priced grand touring car shown at Road 


America is the Corvair Monza Sprint, a production Corvair modified for high 
performance and superior handling by John Fitch and Co.. Lime Rock. Conn. 
Similar in appearance to the standard Corvair coupe, the Sprint has four 
carefully capped carburetors, yielding 144 5 b.h p. 14 5 more than a super- 
charged model. 


All Corvair Sprints are delivered with the all-sychronized four-speed gear- 


box, seat belts, padded dash, windshield washers, two-speed wipers, outside mir- 
ror and a non-glare inside mirror. A Radson tachometer is mounted at the left 
of the regular speedometer, and a Lucas clear-tensed spotlight replaces the 
left-hand inboard headlight. 


In order to improve handling, the front springs of the modified Corvair are 


softer than those of the production model, while the rear spring-and-shock 
absorber units are stiffer than those of the factory-supplied heavy-duty kit.

the Shark and the Super Spyder. the plastic-bodied racing cars, both open and 
closed models, reflected close attention to Nature's solutions of the related 
problems of streamlining and drag.
